The statement issued in the 
name of Gensuikyo Chairman 
Kaoru Yasul, also said: “We, as 
an organization representing 
the only country to have ex- 
peri@énced the horrible effects of 
atom bombings and hydrogen 
bomb experiments have been 
consistently opposing nuclear 
arms tests of any nation in 
whichever camp.” 


Gensulkyo, which has recent- 
ly been drastically reorganized 
beeause of strong criticism of 
its “political or ideological bias,” 
hedgingly added that “it is 
necessary to think calmly where 
is the truth in the extremely 
situation now 
prevailing.” It noted Moscow's 
explanation of the “inevitabill- 
ty” ef its decision to reopen 
tests “to protect peace in the 
face of the strained internation- 
al situation” as well as the 
charge that “the U.S. is keeping 
in Britain and West Germany 
nuclear weapons ulvalent in 
striking power to 7,000 of the 
type of bomb dropped on Hiro- 
shima.” 

It said the only way to peace 
would be total world disarma- 
ment.

New System Enables T. ranslations 
Of Russian Publications in Few Hours 


By JAMES B. SHUMAN 

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Prest- 
dent Kennedy and others who 
must watch Russian policy 
moves closely soon may find 
among their morning newspa- 
pers an Efigiish translation of 
that day's Pravda. 


The official Russian newspa- 
per will not be the only Soviet 
publication they will be able 
to read in English. 

Scientific - journals, intelli- 
gence publications and other 
Russian documents of interest 
to U.S. policy makers also will 
be available withia days, if not 
hours, after they are published. 

This drafrlatic breakthrough 
in the currently slow and lia- 
dorious task of translating was 
demonstrated here recently. 

The importance of rapid trans- 
lation is demonstrated by the

Even the best 
of them can translate only 
about 400 words per hour; 

Consequently, only nine-one- 
hundredths of 1 per cent of So- 
viet publications and literature 
are translated into English. To 
adequately meet U.S. intelli- 
gence needs, present Govern- 
ment and private translation 
services n to be Increased 50- 
fold. . 

The solution in this modern, 
machine-oriented world seems 
simple: Let a machine do it. 

Yet, heretofore, high speed 
computers have been highly un- 
setisfactory, for word meanings 
often are modified by other 
words in the sentence. 

More important, sentence 
meanings often are changed by 
the position of words. For ex- 
ample, the sentence, “the dog 
bit the man” has an entirely 
different meaning if it 
“the man bit the dog.” 

Yet this is what often . hap- 
pens when machines translate 


because indications of meaning. 


often go untransiated. 

The new system overcomes 
rec-; this. It not only translates the 
words of a Russian (or any 
other language) text, it puts 
them in the right order and 
tense. 

And even in its present pri- 
mitive -stage of development, it 
does it at the astounding rate 
of 60,000 words per minute. The 


‘ly-used 


developer of the system, Mrs. 
Ariadne Lukjanow, president of 
Machine Translation Ltd. of 
Washington, hopes to increase 
this rate to 150,000 .words per 
hour within a year and even- 
tually go to one million words 
per hour, using the most mod- 
ern computers. 


The system works on the 
principle that translation is a 
pfocess of transferring one set 
of data into another. As ap- 

lied to language, it is a four- 

old transfer process: 

Transfer of the function of 
words. 

—Transfer of the form of 
words. 
~—~Transfer of the meaning of 
ords.

—Transfer of the distribution 
of words. 

In the new unified transfer 
system, the computer handles 
them by an eight digit code. 

The individual codés are in- 
corporated into 479 master code 
patterns. Each code pattern 


, determines all possible meaning, 


form, functional and environ- 
mental conditions for a class of 
words. 

These are tabbed to diction- 
ary meanings and in the swift 
Buck Rogersish world of com- 
puters too technical to describe 
here, the computer picks out 
the meaning of each sentence 
and paragraph, translates it into 
English and prints it automati- 
cally. 

The United States seems to 
be ahead of the Russians in this 
field. The benefits are enor 
mous, for not only can foreign 
works be translated into Eng- 
lish. for intelligence and other 
uses, but English can be tran- 
slated into any other language. 

Thus, in addition to learning 
what tke Russians are doing 
and thinking, the United States 
could launch a cultural barrage 
to underdeveloped areas by 
translating American books and 
propaganda into language wide- 
elsewhere but little

SOFIA, (Kyodo-Reuter) 
Valeri Brumel, 19year-old Mos- 
cOw student, soared over the 
bar in growing dusk at the 
world student games ~ here 
Thursday evening to set a new 
world high jump record of 2.25 
meters (7 feet 4% inches).

3% ins.) was 
set by John Thomas of the 
United States, in California a 
year ago. 

Another Russian gold medal- 
ist in the athletics Thursday 
was Tamara Press, the world 
record-holder, who won the 
women’s shot put with « throw 
of 17.12 meters (56 ft.

The winning throw by Miss 
Press Was a record for the 
games. 

Other games records were set 
by the Italian, Morale, who 
clocked.

U.S. Gold Reserves 
Lose $150 Million 


EW YORK (AP)—U.S: gold 
réserves fell $150 million during 
tie week ended Aug. 30, the 
Federal Reserve Board said 
Thursday. 

The drop was the largest in 
eight months and the first sub- 
stantial decline since Februarv. 

The outflow left U.S. gold 
stocks at $17,452 million, down 


_| $315 million for the vear. 


A spokesman for the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York said 
the sale of U.S. gold came as the 
result of monetary shifts fol- 
lowing the drawing of $1,500 
million from the International 
Monetary’ Fund by Great Brit- 
ain early this month. He indi- 
cated that some of the money 
used by the British to pay debts 
had been converted to gold by 
various countries which tradi- 
tionally hold their reserves in 
gold, 

Previous to the latest week, 
the gold reserve had declined 
only twice since end of 
February. The last drop was 
$25 million during the week 
ended July 19. Since then there 
‘Was a net gain of $76 million.

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Japan-ROK Negotiations 
Mr. Kim Yu Taik,-chief of the Republic of Korea Eco- 
nomic Planning Agency, said Thursday that the time was 
ripe for both Japan and Korea to start negotiations for 
political settlement of normalization talks “now that both 
parties have had ample discussions on procedural mat- 


With this statement we entirely agree. 


Indeed, we 


find it hard to understand why agreement has not been 


reached long before this. 


So far as Japan is concerned, 


we feel there is no reason why relations between this 
country and the- Republic of Korea should be anything 


elise than “normal.” 


The long-drawn-out attempts to find 


a solution to the differences—mostly of an artificial 
character—which mark the ideas of our two nations have 
been foiled repeatedly by Korean discovery of some fresh 
obstacle to a workable agreement which necessitated a 
reference to Seoul and resulting in further procrastination. 


Now Mr. Kim is in Tokyo for meetings with Japanese 
leaders ‘with the object of paving the way for resumption 
of the talks which have been disrupted since last May's 


military coup in Seoul. 


‘ The normalization talks have now dragged on for near- 
ly 10 years and it is hoped that Mr. Kim, who is a states- 
man and diplomat of considerable experience, and who 
is regarded as the No. 2 man in the new military Cabinet 
in Seoul, will be able to come to some agreement with 
the Japanese Government. When he arrived at the air- 
port on Wednesday, Mr. Kim declared that he brought no 
specific plans but came to exchange views in the hope 
that this would contribute toward the normalization talks 


between the Republic of Korea and Japan. 


He refused ‘to 


give details of the matters he expected to discuss but ad- 
mitted that the Rhee Line fishing boundary and the Ko- 


réan “property claims” 


were topmost issues, 


His statement would appear to contradict a message 
from Seoul which quoted Commodore Lee Kak Soon, chair- 
man of the Office of Marine Affairs, as saying that Mr. 
Kim was taking with him to Tokyo a draft for a fishery 
agreement with Japan which proposed inter alia that Ja- 
pan should recognize the Rhee Line, the artificial bound- 
ary set up in the Japan Sea by South Korea seven years 


ago. 


It appears that either this information is incorrect or 
Mr. Kim is holding the draft up his sleeve until he sees 


how matters go. 


On Thursday, however, in a meeting with members 
of the Liberal-Democratic. Party’s Council on Japan-ROK 
Relations, headed by Mr. Mitsujiro Ishii, Mr. Kim is re- 
ported to have suggested an early settlement through an 
ROK “concession” on the controversial Rhee Line against 
a Japanese compromise on Korean prewar property claims. 
We cannot see how Japan could agree to any such deal 
as this. The Rhee Line is obviously a unilateral infraction. 
of international law and we do not admit the justice of 
the Korean prewar property claims which, if conceded, 
would leave the way open to all sorts of farther claims 


and counterclaims. 


It seems to us that the Japanese suggestion that nor- 
malization of relations between the two countries should 
be secured first and the fishery issues settled afterward 


has something to recommend it. 


What we want to get 


rid of is the idea, fostered in Seoul during the Syngman 


Rhee regime, that 


there is something fundamentally 


antagonistic about Japan’s present-day dealing with Korea. 

Faced with this conception, made extremely obvious 
at times, Japanese reaction to the Rhee Line is that it has 
been set up with the object of harassing Japanese fisher- 
men in part payment for Japan’s supposed “misdeeds” 


in Korea in the past. 


The Rhee Line extends an average 


of 60 miles off the Korean coast, and hundreds of Japa- 
nese fishermen have been arrested by Korean patrol boats 


for crossing the “boundary.” 


The fundamental trouble in South Korea is an eco- 
nomic one, although, of course, there are political and 


social factors of a disturbing nature. 


The country has 


everything to gain, it seems to us, by harmonious coopera- 
tion with Japan, while the Japanese people have every 
desire for good relations with Korea. 


The ROK Military Government’s goals are declared to 
be to weed out corruption, to make the country more 
Strongly anti-Communist, and to rebuild its economy on 


a self-supporting basis. 


On the economic reconstruction program, all the avail- 
able workers are to be mobilized into a development pro- 
ject closely linked with the national reconstruction move- 


ment, 


It is admitted that these reconstruction plans can- 


not be fulfilled without further United States military and 
economic aid. But Radio Seoul admits that American eco- 
nomic aid can become effective only when it is integrated 
into sound and wide-range economic planning and provid- 
ed the aid is effectively used. ‘ 

We would suggest that effective wide-range economic 
planning for Korea includes good commercial relations 


with the country’s nearest neighbor, Japan. 


A develop- 


ment of trade and industry between the two countries 
might prove fruitful for both but we cannot help feeling 
that foolish prejudices have permitted the Korean au- 


thorities to place serious hindrances in the way. 


If the 


new Military Government in Seoul has noéw determined . 
on a change in this respect, every possible endeavor 
should be made here to come to a workable agreement.

The Government is now open- 
ly speaking of “readjustments” 
in ecogomic and financial poll- 
cies that make up Prime Min- 
ister Ikeda’s ambitious “double 
the income” program. These 
readjustments no doubt rep 
resent a crucial phase in the 
execution of the official pro- 
gram, but also offer an oppor- 
tunity to enlarge its contents. 


Readjustments are being 
considered primarily in techni- 
cal terms, since the recurrent 
deficits in the monthly balance 
of trade are now a matter of 
serious concern to our economic 
experts and policy niakers. But 
the Government faces larger 
problems in setting the wage 
level and in working out mea- 
sures to protect small enter- 
prises and to expand the social 
security system. 


Over the current situation, 
Minister of International Trade 
and Iridustry Eisaku Sato is 
said to be an optimist and 
Director Alichiro Fujiyama of 
the Economic Planning Agency 
a pessimist in the Cabinet. In 
this connection, the analysis 
contained in the annual report 
by the Economic Planning 
Agency offers a good starting 
poimt for any. thinking on cur- 
rent affairs, 

Green Light for Progress 

The economic “white paper” 
holds out a green light for eco- 
nomic progress “during this year, 
arguing that the pace of eco 
nomic expansion is steadier 
than, in the excessive growth 
witnessed in 1957, that Japan 
still holds a sizable foreign cur- 
rency reserve to finance the 
imports necessitated by the 
rapid expansion of industrial 
equipment, that economic activi 
ties both in the United States 
and Europe are now in an up 
swing. 

The optimism of the white 
paper, however, is not uncondl- 
tional. In the past five vears, 
the paper notes, investment in 
equipment increased at an an- 
nual rate of 29 per cent, while 
the rate of economic growth 
was 10 per cent. As a result, 
last year the ratio of individual 
consumption sank to as low as 
53 per cent of the gross nation- 
al expenditure, a phenomenon 
the official report says “seldom 
seen except in wartime.” Brisk 
investment such as this can- 
not go on for a long period, the 
report anticipates. 

Neo Ghat 


Since the Japanese nation Is 
generally well fed and prosper- 
ous, the magnitude of the indus- 
trial expansion as indicated by 
the above percentage figures 
must be staggering. This expan- 
sion has not resulted in over- 
production so far, so the official 
paper explains, because produc- 
tion of machinery, for instance, 
requires production of more steel 
and more electricity. This and 
other somewhat similar pro- 
cesses calling forth the need of 
investment without 
creating a glut in the market 
of end products have been go- 
ing on. But the paper con- 
cludes: “The growth in the form 
of equipment investment cannot 
continue indefinitely at the cur- 
rent pace and this obvious fact 
must not be overlooked.” 

Roughly, a situation like this 
is in the background. 
too early to tell whether it is 
coming to the fore. But the 
Government will surely have 
a chance to review its policies 
in connection with the so-called 
“readjustments” necessitated by 
the current deficits in the trade 
balance. : 

‘People’s White Paper’

Protection Considered 

Higher wages are already giv- 
ing a sérious problem to the 
financially weaker small enter- 
prises, and protective measures 
for them are now being contém-

Higher wages and protection 
of small enterprises, are, in fact, 
just logical consequences of the 
“double the income” program. 
The Government should there- 
fore be able to draw up new 
plans to meet the Opposition 
just in these areas, where the 
latter feelc strong.

MOSCOW-—My last stop be- 
fore going behind the Iron Cur- 
tain was Sweden—a country 
with an amazing governniental 
mixture. It is a monarchy yn- 
der King Gustav VI, still retains 
the trappings of nobility, has 
been run by Labor Government 
for nearly 30 years, yet retains 
private enterprise for 90 per 
cent of its business. 


Despite the glitter of a mon- 
archy, Sweden is one of the 
purest democracies in Europe 
—and one of the most frugal. 
When Queen Elizabeth of Eng- 
land visited Stockholm four 
years ago, she was received 
with all the pomp of ancient 
royalty. 

But when the Swedish Labor 
Cabinet arrived in the middle 
of the ceremony to greet her, 
they piled out of two cars sup- 
plied by the Post Office and the 
Bureau of Prisons. No one in 
the Cabinet could afford a car, 
and no Cabinet member at that 
time was supplied a government 
car as a prerequisite of high 
office. 


Another paradox: Sweden is 
rated one of the leading welfare 
states of Europe. It has a sys- 
tem of socialized. medicine 
which would make the Ameri- 
can Medical Association go into 
hysterics. The system even in- 
cludes travel cost to .the near- 
est hospital and airplane fare to 
the nearest medical specialist. 


Yet Sweden has one of the 
wealthiest crop of businessmen 
in Europe. The villas of suc: 
cessful Swedish industrialists 
and merchants line the lake 
fronts. of the country outside 
Stockholm. 


Within the past 12 months, 
Sweden has adopted a pension 
system by which any person 
over 65 can be paid 65 per cent 


of what he earned during the. 


15 most productive years of his 
life—provided this does not ex- 
ceed $6,000 annually. Compar- 
ed to the average federal old- 
age benefits of $890 a vear paid 
in the United States, this is a 
bonanza. And it is contributed 
entirely by employers.

The 
recent increase of accidents is 
partly due to the hot weather 
which wears out one’s nerve. 
Particularly during — and 
August, “a num- Ee ae 
ber of alpinists # 
met untimely @ 
deaths on the } 
mountains and § 
children were 3 
drowned in riv- 
ers and the sea. Big 
Such deaths ie 
could have been 
avoided if more 
precautions had 
been taken. 

I think the increasing traffic 
accidents must be blamed to a 
large extent on reckless truck 
driving. When going home ‘the 
other day, I saw a truck loaded 
with gravel overturned on the 
sidewalk. Evidently the driv- 
er had lost his control and the 
vehicle hit the sidewalk. 


Sometimes pedestrians are to 
blame.. Some of them are care- 
less and negiect to look both 
sides before crossing the street. 
Some others are guilty of jay- 
walking. But in many cases 
pedestrians are run over by 
heavily-loaded trucks even when 
they observe traffic regulations. 

It is a well-known fact that 
inexperienced youngsters are 
forced to drive trucks without 
enough time for rest. Conse- 
quentiy they .are tired from 
lack of sleep and vet are ferc- 
ec to drive fast in order to ful- 
fill their “norm.” 


Again, Japan is known for 
its high suicide rate. The re- 
cent case of a mother killing 
her twin brother and s.ster 
babies and then taking her own 
life shocked me, The motive 
was the concern on the part of 
the mother about the ‘social 
stigma attached to a boy-anc- 
girl twin. .J know that in the 
past the Japanese did not like 
twins of different sexes but I 
had thought that this prejudice 
had long ceased to exist. 


Also alarmi is the increas- 
ing incidenceWof murders. In 
the past, burglars did not kill 
unless they were detected. In 
those days, burglars did nct in- 
flict harm on sleeping families 
and so it was considered the 
best policy to pretend to be 
asleep. Nowadays, murders are 
committed for no apparent 
reason, 


In feudal age Japan, it was 
regarded an honor to die in 
battle. In more recent.wartime 
years, soldiers were told to 
take their own lives rather than 
being taken prisoner. I myself 
used to feel strange when I 
saw in foreign motion pictures 
and newspapers prisoners of 
war being welcomed home in 
Western countries. 


In Japan, double suicides are 
condoned if not _ positively 
praised. Young lovers’ suicides 
are often played up in a roman- 
tic vein. This trend tends to 
encourage young men and wom- 
en in love to take their lives in- 
stead of trying to muster 
enough courage to face and 


fight hardships. 
“Death solves everything.” 
This sense of irresponsible 


abandon is more or less com- 
mon among the Japanese 

ple, who tend to think that they 
can find an escape in death: 


The generally pessimistic out- 
look of life, false sense of honor 
and mistaken tendency to re- 
gard one’s life ‘as one’s own 
have combined to produce the 
mental habit of slighting hu- 
man lives. If the Japanese 
learn to realize that they were 
born according to the divine 
providence, they will, I hope, 
come to value more not only 
their own lives but others’ too.

Mr. Khrushchev’'s Choice 


The latest Communist moves 
in the Berlin crisis repeat a pat- 
tern that has persisted from the 
original declaration by Mr. 
Khrushchev that he intended io 
conclude a separate peace treaty 
with East Germany and thus 
give the East Germans the pow- 
er to interfere 
with Western 
access to Berlin 
Were it not that 
each successive 
step to make 
West Berlin a 
captive city in- 
vites such grave 
cons e quences, 
the pretexts ad- 
vanced for tak- 
ing them would 
be laughable. 

The claim that the Western 
air corridors were being used to 
bring “revanchists, extremists 
and spies” to Berlin is an ex- 
ample. If West Berlin was in- 
deed a hotbed of such activity 
there has been remarkably lit- 
tle sign of it. The two million 
West Berliners have, on the 
contrary, behaved with remark- 
able restraint and fortitude 
under extreme provocation dur- 
ing these last few weeks. In 
this they have reflected the atti- 
tude of the West as a whole. 


The Western Powers are tak- 
ing the necessary precautionary 
measures to be prepared for any 
eventuality. But they remain 
ready, as they always have 
been, for genuine negotiations. 
It will depend on Mr. Khrush- 
chev whether the course of 
events will lead to the confer- 
ence table or to the brink. Any 
interference with air communi- 
cations, for example, would cre- 
ate most serious situation. 
The crisis is Mr. Khrushchev's 
crisis; and the choice is his. 


Tunnel Versus Bridge 


After vears of private and 
semi-official study, the govern- 
ments of Britain and France 
are for the first time to discuss 
the possibility of providing a 
physica! cross-Channel link be- 
tween their two countries. 


A scheme for building a tun- 
nel under the English Channe: 
was first proposed by one of 
Napoleon's engineers as long 
ago as 1802, and the idea has 
been revived at regula: inter- 
vals ever since. Work actually 
began in 1875 with the sinking 
tunnel of about 2,000 yards. 


In the past, military objec 
tions have made such a scheme 
unacceptable, to British opinion, 
but nowadays’ these have much 
less force. On the other hand, 
the political and social attrac- 
tions of establishing a link have 
grown stronger in recent years 

and have been further empha- 
sized by Britain’s approach to 
the Common Market. 


The Channel Tunnel Study 
Group has already submitted de- 
tailed proposals to both govern- 
ments. They envisage a 36-mile 
railway tunnel, 22 miles of 
which will be undersea, capable 
of carrying 1,800 vehicles an 
hour in either direction. It 
would cost £130 million. 
Enough work has been done on 
this plan to show that it is a 
practical engineering proposi- 
tion and economically feasible. 


A rival plan has since emerg- 
ed, backed by French interests. 
This proposes a multi-purpose 
steel bridge, 21 miles long, 230 
feet above sea level and 115 feet 
wide. It would be capable of 
taking 5,000 vehicles an hour 
and would enable motorists to 
cross from Britain to France in 
20 minutes or less. The cost 
would be about £210 million. 

It is claimed that either 
scheme could be completed in 
about five years. In the tunnel, 
the charge for a medium sized 
car is estimated at £5 and 15 
shillings, while on the bridge an 
average toll per car would be 
some 15 shillings more. 


Visconti Season 


Opportunities to study the 
work of a leading film director 
outside his own country are 
rare. But London's National 
Film Theater has pursued a 
steady policy of giving serious 
film-goers just that chance. 
Currently, the theater is hold- 
ing a long season of the. main 


works of Luchino Visconti, 
probably Italy’s greatest direc- 
tor. , 


It begins with his earliest 
film, “Ossessione,” made in 1942, 
(His latest, “Rocco and His 
Brothers,” which made.a great 
impact at the London Film Fes- 
tival last year, will meanwhile 
go on release in London.) “Os 
sessione” is a reminder that 
Visconti is the founder of the 
neo-realist school which spran 
out of Italy after the war a 
not, as is so often su 
Rossellini nor De Sica. — 


The film’s story is-one of pas 
sion, murder, and slow accu- 
mulation of guilt -accentuated 
by the arid Italian lowland -land- 
scape. The season follows with 
“La Terra Firma,” built around 
the unprofessional cast of Sici- 
lian fishermen recruited on the 
spot and using dialogue sug- 
gested by themselves—a form 
of film- -making predating films 
like Cassaveti’s “Shadows” by 
12 years.

Ordinarily this means 
that, even if one recovers, the 
brain is damaged by lack of 
oxygen and the victim reduced 
to a vegetative existence, 


The physiciens, one of them 
the lad’s father, applied “every 
talent known to science.” .~They 
lowered his body temperature 
to slow’ his oxygen — intake; 
gave him drugs to control con- 
vulsions; eased his breathing 
with oxygen; and treated his 
windpipe with a special solu- 
tion. 

Their efforts succeeded, al- 
though the child had to relearn 
all his bodily functions as if 
he were a newborn baby. 

Just as doctors cooperate with 
God’s physical laws rather than 
make laws of their own, 60 
you should strive to work along 
with His changeless moral law.
